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Woman leaps 
from flat blaze

A COUPLE are 
recovering from an 
ordeal after a fire 
was started deliber¬ 
ately in their flat. 

The woman suffered a 
back injury after jumping 
from a first floor window at 
the flat in George Lambton 
Avenue, Newmarket, early 
on Tuesday morning. 

The man was rescued by 
firefighters and brought 
out of the flat on a ladder. 

The couple, believed to 
be in their 30s, have not 
been identified by emer¬ 
gency services. They were 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital for treatment. 

The man was suffering 
the effects of smoke 
inhalation. Four other 
people were treated by 
paramedics at the scene 
after complaining of 
breathing problems. 

Two police officers tried 
to break into the flat to 
rescue the couple before 
the arrival of fire crews. 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
woman said the officers 
managed to get into the 
flat but were unable to get 
past the blaze in the hall¬ 
way. 

She said the officers 
were unable to see or 
breathe because of the 
smoke and had to retreat. 

The blaze, described as 
“quite severe” by the fire 
service, started in the 



hallway and filled the flat 
with smoke. 

Police said it was being 
investigated as arson 
endangering life. 

The couple’s injuries 
were described as serious 
although not life-threat¬ 
ening. 

Neighbour Suzy Ross, 34, 
said: “We woke up and 
heard a couple of girls 
screaming. There was an 
awful lot of smoke 
billowing out of the 
windows. 

“It’s a terrible thing to 
happen, especially at this 
time of year. I just hope 
they’re all right.” 

Another neighbour, Amy 
Pringle, 22, said: “We woke 
up about 1.30am when we 
heard a lady screaming. 
There was smoke coming 
out of the windows. It was 
quite scary to see. 

“My step-dad went over 
to help a disabled man 
who lives in the flats. He 
got him out and we had 
quite a lot of people in our 


house because it was so 
cold outside.” 

Robin Clifford, 41, Miss 
Pringle’s step-father, said: 
“Fortunately I’m a light 
sleeper and I heard what I 
think was the fire alarm. 

“I heard the woman 
jump and got my stuff and 
went over there to help 
clear the area. We had 
people in our house 
because we wanted to get 
the babies and children 
out of the cold and smoke.” 

The block where the 
blaze broke out has only 
been occupied for about a 
year. 

Firefighters used breath¬ 
ing apparatus to search the 
flat and quickly exting¬ 
uished the fire. Fire crews 
from Newmarket and 
Burwell tackled the blaze.

Work on the new unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
started this month. 

It is due to open in 
December 2010 and will 
treat patients aged 13 to 
24 from across East Anglia 
and beyond.

Drivers are still 
flouting law on 
mobile phones 

HARSHER fines and more points on 
driving licences have failed to deter 
drivers from using hand-held mobiles 
while behind the wheel, according to new 
figures released by Cambridgeshire police. 

The number of people caught driving 
while using a hand-held phone so far in 
2009 is 1,921 - only around 100 fewer than 
were caught in the whole of 2008. 

In just one hour’s observation at a busy 
Cambridgeshire roundabout, the Weekly 
News spotted nine people driving while 
on their mobiles, supporting police fears 
that the offence has far from disappeared 
in the region. 

Insp Alan Page, of Cambridgeshire 
police, said: “It is completely un¬ 
acceptable that there are still motorists 
out there ignoring the law and using a 
hand-held mobile while driving. It is vital 
that people comply with the law if we are 
to reduce fatalities and casualties on the 
roads.” 

The number of people caught by 
Cambridgeshire police on their hand-held 
phone while driving dropped dramatically 
in the immediate aftermath of harsher 
penalties being introduced, from 3,402 in 
2006 to 2,183 in 2007. 

In 2007, the fine was increased to £60, 
with three points also added to a licence.

Top racehorse trainers Sir 
Michael Stoute, Henry Cecil, 
Luca Cumani and Clive 
Brittain were among the 
industry leaders who took 
part in the demonstration 
against Lord Derby’s 
proposals to develop 160 
acres of his land on the edge 
of the town. 

Several hundred people, 
mainly associated with 
racing, listened to speakers in

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an open-air meeting at 
Tattersalls’ Highflyer 
Paddocks before an informal 
march to the Memorial Hall 
in the High Street. 

The hall is home to the 
town council which has 
opposed Forest Heath District 
Council’s development core 
strategy for the next 22 years 
- the document that has 
controversially backed the 
development of “north-east 
Newmarket” where Lord 
Derby’s Hatchfield Farm is 
sited. 

At the same time as the 
demonstration, a petition was 


started by the Save Historic 
Newmarket Action Group. 

The demonstration follows 
the submission of a formal 
application for outline 
planning permission last 
week and coincided with the 
start on Tuesday of an 
examination in public of the 
core strategy for the district 
by a planning inspector. 

The racing industry is 
opposing the housing scheme 
because, it says, it will harm 
racing and the town’s position 
as the historic home of 
racing. 

Mr Cumani described the 
development as “crazy”. 

He said the scheme was 
“totally unnecessary” and 
would add to traffic 


congestion. 

Sir Michael said: “You can 
see the strength of feeling 
from all factions in the racing 
industry. We don’t want to see 
this town spoilt and this 
scheme will spoil it.” 

Jimmy George, Tattersalls 
marketing director, said: “We 
all feel let down and let down 
badly by our district 
councillors. 

“All of us are deeply 
concerned for the future of 
the town of Newmarket and 
the racing and breeding 
industries within it. 

“But Forest Heath has 
remained set on a course that 
could destroy a town 
regarded globally as a centre 
of excellence.”

If you can’t do it yourself there 
are companies who will quote for 
the work and advise you on 
government grants available to 
you. 

Loft and wall insulation has one of 
the quickest payback periods 
around, typically less than two 
years; spend a little now to save a 
lot later. Utility bills will only go one 
way-up, up, up!

3. If you join www.greasypalm.

4. Use a ‘hay-box’ (thick insulation, 
such as old towels) to cook stews 
and curries once they have started 
to cook on the hob - it works for 
rice, too. Once pasta has come to 
a rolling boil, turn off the heat and 
let it cook in its own heat, with a 
towel over the lid. 

If you’re using the oven, fill it up 
with things. Keep your heating 
down and wear jumpers, or a 
blanket over you if sedentary. - 
Chrissie 

5. If you have older double-glazed 
windows, before they started fitting 
trickle vents, most windows will 
lock in an open position by about 
half an inch (12mm) allowing 
some ventilation but maintaining 
security. 


I find that this gap is too big in 
cold winter months (wasting 
heating) so use 25mm thick 
polystyrene insulation sheet cut 
into strips with a craft knife to 
block up most of the gap, leaving 
just enough for background 
ventilation. 

The polystyrene will compress 
to give a good seal where you want 
it. You avoid condensation, save on 
heating and maintain security. 

On some windows you can retrofit 
trickle vents but this is beyond 
most DIYers. - Andrew 

6. www.uShare.co.uk is all about 
saving money.

Police praised 
as crime drops

CRIME has fallen to its 
lowest level for four years 
- according to latest 
figures from the police in 
Newmarket. 

A 9.4 per cent reduction has 
been recorded in the period 
from April 1 to the end of 
November. 

The total number of crimes in 
Newmarket for the period is 
1,468 - lower than the same 
period in the three previous 
years. 

Inspector Simon Clifton, of 
Newmarket police, told town 
councillors that drink or drug- 
related violence in a public 
place had gone down by 35 per 
cent and public order offences 
were down by 21 per cent. 

“These are astounding figures 
and I would like to thank 
everyone who has helped 
achieve this reduction - includ¬ 
ing the town pastors and the 
SOS bus as well as the licensees 
who have been fully

supportive.” 

He added that a satisfaction 
survey showed that 93 per cent 
of people in the Newmarket area 
felt “fairly safe or very safe” - 
one of the highest figures in 
Suffolk. 


The survey also showed that 
81 per cent of people gave the 
police an “excellent” or “good” 
rating - also one of the best 
results in the county. 

■ Insp Clifton will be moving 
to a new appointment after just 
over a year in command at 
Newmarket. 

In the New Year he will 
become the area support 
inspector overseeing pre¬ 
planned and major events in the 
west of the county and the 
development of safer neigh¬ 
bourhood teams. 

He will be replaced at 
Newmarket by Inspector Neil 
Ireland who was introduced to 
Newmarket Town Council this 
week. 

Insp Ireland, 46, joined the 
Suffolk force in September 2003 
when he transferred from 
Hampshire Constabulary where 
he had completed 20 years 
service. 

His previous appointment 
was as staff officer to the deputy 
and assistant chief constables at 
Suffolk force headquarters.

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Racing reins Fallon 
in over drugs claim 



A TOP jockey’s claim 
that drug use is rife in 
Newmarket’s horse rac¬ 
ing industry has been 
rejected by industry 
chiefs and the police. 

Six-times champion jockey 
Kieren Fallon made the 
comment in a BBC television 
documentary aired on Mon¬ 
day night. 

Fallon, 44, who returned to 
riding in September after an 
18-month drugs ban, told 
interviewer Clare Balding: 
“Newmarket has the highest 
rate (of drug use) for its 
population in any town in 
England.” 

He said there was a drug 
problem in racing generally. 

“I don’t mean in the 
(jockeys’) weighing room, I 
mean outside,” he said. 

“If there were people that 
needed help I would love to 
advise them. I think there’s 
plenty if you really want help, 
but it’s up to yourself.” 

But a spokesman for the 
British Horseracing Authority 
said: “There is no evidence 
from our random testing that

there is widespread use of 
drugs among jockeys. 

“Positive tests, either for 
drugs or alcohol, are few and 
far between. 

“If a licensed individual 
had evidence about misuse 
of drugs within the sport, we 
would hope to hear from 
them.” 

The industry has a number 
of schemes offering coun¬ 
selling and support for 
people with drink, drug or 
gambling problems. 

Racing Welfare, the charity 
for people working in the 
industry, has a 24-hour 
phone help line for people 
who work in the industry. 

Support was stepped up 
several years ago after a spate 
of suicides, some of which 
were said to have been 
related to drink or drugs. 

The Rev Graham Locking, 
chaplain to the horseracing 
industry, said Newmarket’s 
drugs problem was no worse 
than any similar-sized 
community. 


Drug arrests in Newmarket 
have fallen this year as police 
targeted drug dealers and 
producers. 

From April to the end of 
November there were 106 
recorded drug offences in the 
town - compared to 135 for 
the same period last year. 

Det Supt Steve Mattin, of 
Suffolk police, said officers 
worked closely with pubs and 
clubs in the town to encour¬ 
age a zero tolerance policy on 


drugs. Sophisticated Ion 
Track machines were used, 
together with sniffer dogs to 
detect even the smallest 
traces of drugs. 

He said the majority of the 
offences in Newmarket had 
been detected as a result of 
police “pro-active” opera¬ 
tions or tip-offs from the 
community. 

He said: “Information from 
communities in Suffolk is 
vital in identifying those 


persons and areas affected by 
the misuse of drugs, and we 
welcome that information via 
our Safer Neighbourhood 
Teams or anonymously on 
Crimestoppers. 

“It is key that residents 
work with us and report any 
suspicious activity so we can 
disrupt the trade of these 
substances and in turn 
reduce associated criminality 
such as theft and burglary, 
combat anti-social behaviour 
and make these areas more 
pleasant, safer places to live.” 

He appealed for anyone 
with information about drug- 
related activities to tell the 
police on (01473) 613500 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111.

Council wins 
praise 

EDUCATION, children’s 
services and recycling 
are the public services 
performing well in 
Cambridgeshire, accor¬ 
ding to a new report. 

The OnePlace report 
just published said the 
county council was 
performing well overall 
- giving it three of out 
four for key indicators of 
managing performance 
and use of resources. 

The report by the 
Audit Commission and 
other watchdogs said 
the council improved 
more than three- 
quarters of issues it 
identified as most imp¬ 
ortant, and leadership 
was strong. 

It added councillors 
effectively championed 
community issues. 

There was praise for 
children’s services, 
waste management and 
transport planning, 
while recycling rates 
were among the best in 
the country. 

Educational achieve¬ 
ment at the age of 11 
and 16 was high and 
overall achievement at 
19 was good, with a 
high proportion of 
young people either in 
education, employment 
or training. However, 
some secondary school 
and sixth form provision 
was only adequate and 
being addressed. 

The report said levels 
of crime were rising and 
too many people were 
killed or injured on 
county roads.

BROWNIES and Guides helped to plant 500 
trees and hedging plants at their residential 
centre. 

The groups from Cambridge and Brinkley 
took part in the planting effort at the Jarman 
centre in Newmarket which is owned by 
Girlguiding Cambridgeshire East. 

A major revamp of the building has been 
completed and now work is continuing in the 
grounds of the centre, which extend over 
about 30 acres. 

The new planting comprises a range of 
native species including hawthorn, ash and 
oak. 


This continues the work started last year 
when 2,000 hedging plants were put in as 
part of Girlguiding UK’s Changing the World 
community action project. 

The planting event was supported by 
eForests, which funds and supports carbon 
reduction, sustainable energy and tree¬ 
planting projects around the country.

Time running out for 
councils In shake-up 


COUNCILS opposing a 
shake-up of local 
government are 
preparing to fight 
proposals which could 
see eight councils 
replaced with a single 
unitary authority. 

Councils, including those 
covering Newmarket and 
Haverhill, could be replaced 
with a single unitary council 
for the whole of Suffolk if the 
government accepts the 
advice given by the Boundary 
Committee for England. 

The alternative could be a 
separate council for the

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Ipswich and Felixstowe area 
with the rest of Suffolk 
covered by a single council. 

It would mean the existing 
councils including Forest 
Heath, which covers 
Newmarket and Mildenhall, 
as well as St Edmundsbury, 
which covers Haverhill and 
Bury St Edmunds, will 
disappear. But town and 
parish councils will remain. 

Forest Heath and St 
Edmundsbury are among a 
group of councils which have 
argued for three new unitary 


bodies for Suffolk - one for 
the west of the county, one 
for the east and one for the 
Ipswich and Felixstowe areas. 

The councils have fought a 
legal battle over the issue 
which ended with an Appeal 
Court ruling in favour of the 
Boundary Committee. 

But a Forest Heath 
spokeswoman said further 
legal moves were being 
considered together with an 
appeal direct to the Secretary 
of State. 

Local Government Minister 
Rosie Winterton has 
confirmed that there will now 
be six weeks for affected 


councils and other 
stakeholders in these areas to 
give their views on the 
unitary proposals before the 
Government decides whether 
to put any proposals to 
Parliament. 

She said: “We want to see 
councils that are best able to 
play their part at the heart of 
providing innovative and 
better value public services 
across the counties. 

“It is very important that all 
who are interested in the 
future governance of these 
areas take this opportunity to 
comment on these 
proposals.” 
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Amnesty on 
trade signs 


AN amnesty on legal 
action over unauth¬ 
orised advertising 
boards has been 
confirmed by town 
councillors. 

Members of New¬ 
market Town Council, 
who originally called for 
a clamp-down on the 
“clutter” of A-boards and 
other signs in the town’s 
High Street, have now 
asked Forest Heath 
District Council and 
Suffolk County Council 
to suspend action. 

The amnesty will run 
to the end of this month 
for High Street traders 
and will continue into 
next year for shops and 
businesses off the High 
Street who display signs 
on the pavement to 
attract customers. 

Town councillors have 
promised to work with 
the traders and other 
councils to come up with 
acceptable alternative 
signs to advertise the 
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businesses. 

Meetings are due to be 
held in January to discuss 
the issue. 

A number of bus¬ 
inesses in side streets 
complained to the 
council when they were 
warned that their 
unauthorised signs in the 
High Street could be 
confiscated. 

Businesses in Sun 
Lane, Wellington Street, 
Market Street, Old 
Station Road and Crown 
Walk said they lost 
passing trade when they 
were unable to display 
signs in the High Street. 

Julie Eden, who runs 
Coffee and Co in Palace 
Street, told councillors 
that a ban on signs would 
mean the closure of a 
number small indepen¬ 
dent shops and bus¬ 
inesses that rely on 


passing trade. 

“Independent traders 
are what make New¬ 
market a place worth 
visiting,” she said. 

“Do you really want to 
see businesses in New¬ 
market close?” 

Cllr Glenn Edge said: 
“We’re in damage limit¬ 
ation. We made a mistake 
and there’s got to be a 
compromise. 

“We have got to work 
with our traders.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, 
deputy mayor, said the 
council did not want to 
harm businesses but 
wanted to find an 
acceptable solution to 
replacing the A-board 
signs. 

The council decided, 
after considering alterna¬ 
tive wording, to recom¬ 
mend an amnesty on 
action by the district and 
county councils to allow 
time for alternative 
approved signs to be 
designed. 


Artist could be a Kentucky winner

Keeping your tree looking good isn’t a bit deal: But it does make a big difference to festive fun. 


IF you buy a real 
Christmas tree, how can 
you make sure it stays 
looking its best over the 
festive season? 

Some 30 per cent of 
people in the UK do buy the 
real thing each year, yet 
many are often left with 
more needles on the floor 
than on the tree within a 
week of putting it up - 
especially if they haven’t 
chosen a non-drop variety 
such as the ever-popular 
Nordmann fir. 

But if you give any 
Yuletide tree the care it 
needs, it shouldn’t drop too 
much, says Roger Hay, 
secretary of the British 
Christmas Tree Growers’ 
Association. 

“If you look after trees 
properly, most of them 
should look good 
throughout the festive 
season,” he says. 

“The spruces will drop 
before the fir trees or the 
pine trees, but if you look 
after them they should be 
good for six weeks.” 

Cut trees remain the most 
popular, and it is essential 


that they should be fresh 
when purchased. The 
needles should not be dull 
and dried up, the branches 
not brittle. If you gently 
shake the tree, the outer 
needles should not fall off. 

When you’ve bought your 
tree, keep it outside in a 
cool, shaded place, 
preferably standing in 
water, until it is required 
indoors. 

Before bringing it inside, 
cut about half an inch off the 
base of the trunk to open up 
the pores of the tree and 
then place it securely in a 
water-holding stand or 
wedge it in a bucket with 
pebbles, small stones or 
screwed-up newspaper and 
place it away from direct 
heat. Anyone who places the 
tree next to a radiator is 
asking for trouble. 

Keep the container 
topped up with water every 
day, as trees can get through 
a pint a day. 

About 8.5 million trees are 
sold in this country every 
Christmas, of which half are 
Nordmann firs. Hay prefers 
the Fraser fir (Abies fraseri) 
which is popular in the

eastern United 
States - it is 
narrower than 
other trees and 
therefore more 
suitable for smaller 
rooms. 

“Look for 

growers who are 
situated in an 
isolated place away 
from urban 

centres. They are 
less likely to get a 
big retail market 
and you may get a 
better deal and a 
better tree from 
them,” says Hay. 

Some people 
may opt for a tree 
that will last for 
years. “If you are 
looking for a tree 
you can plant in the 
garden afterwards, 
go for a container- 
grown tree. You can 
plant it out after 
Christmas and may 
be able to bring it 
in again next year,” 
Hay says. 

You should put it 
in a sheltered spot 
initially and slowly 
acclimatise it to the 
open before 
planting in its final 
home, making sure 
the root collar is at 
ground level and to 
water it in well.

Mildenhall 


Mildenhall Parish Council welcomed four students 
from Mildenhall College of Technology, including 
Mert Karatas, head boy, to talk to members about 
ideas for the formation of a youth council. 

There was a good two-way exchange of ideas, 
with both sides agreeing that further exploration of 
the subject should be carried out at a ‘non-council’ 
meeting later this month, when it is hoped even 
more ideas will be forthcoming, perhaps based on 
the idea of the current school council. 

One of the things which pleased the elected 
members was to hear that at the last elections, a 
good number of the senior students (those who 
had attained the 18-year voting age) wanted to 
participate in the process and to take part in the 
democratic system. Another major project studied 
by parish councillors was the discussion which had 
taken place with the principal of the local 
community radio station Zeta FM 103.5. 

A variety of ways for the council to be involved 
in disseminating information were discussed 
between chairman Brian Sulman, his CEO Mrs 
Caroline Steggles and Jeff Davis from the radio 
station, which had already contributed to 
Organisations Day in August. 

■ Two parcels of land just inside the parish 
boundary of Mildenhall with its neighbour, Beck 
Row with Kenny Hill and Holywell Row, have 
proved to be a bit of a stumbling block during 
recent discussions about their future. 

It is now known that, while Hurst Fen is the 
responsibility of the Mildenhall parish charities 
group, the parcel of land known as Howlett Hills is 
common land and therefore still the responsibility of 
the parish council. 

With a group of volunteers ready and willing to 
work there, in accordance with a management 
agreement with Forest Heath District Council, 
councillors supported a budget reserve of £2,000, 
should there be unexpected expenditure. 

In the meantime, the parish charities through 
their clerk are liaising with Forest Heath regarding 
management of their particular site after the current 
lease expires next April. 

As the people of Hollywell Row have ancient 
rights in the area, there was disagreement about 
who could vote on the matter, the decision finally 
being supported, with one member voting against 
and one other, having an interest, declaring this and 
therefore abstaining. 

■ The treasurer of Beck Row Thursday Club was 
kept extremely busy at their meeting, with both 
chairman and secretary unwell and unable to assist 
her and vice-chairman Margaret Westgate in 
running the meeting. 

In addition to her financial duties, which also 
involved collecting monies for last Thursday’s 
Christmas lunch, treasurer Pat Barker, was also the 
club’s speaker for the afternoon’s session. 

With the Christmas season now upon us, the 
subject could not really have been bettered as she 
talked about various customs and recipes from 
around the world, in Europe and further afield. After 
the lunch at Worlington Hall Hotel, club members 
have a break before discussing next year’s 
programme (especially the outside visits) at their 
first meeting in January. 

■ The enforced change of venue due to a double 
booking at their earlier site had an extraordinary 
effect on members of the Mildenhall and District 
Town Twinning Association when they met in the 
splendid village hall at Freckenham. 

Not only did they enjoy the facilities there 
enormously, by dint of hard work and some 
splendid donations of cash, refreshments and 
prizes, it meant that the whole affair ended with a 
small cash profit. 

Chairman Tony Bristow had, on this occasion, 
eschewed the regular ‘music rounds’, which went 
down well with the competitors in this social quiz. 
Some were attending for the first time, to help 
support one of the longest-running groups in the 
district.

30st man died 
in stretcher fall 


A 30-STONE man died on 
the pavement outside his 
home after ambulance 
staffed accidentally drop¬ 
ped him from a stretcher. 

Kenny Williams, 55, died in front 
of horrified family and neighbours 
outside the bungalow he shared 
with his wife Monica, 63, on March 
1 this year. 

The grandfather-of-four had 
called the NHS for an ambulance 
to his home in Newmarket, after 
becoming breathless and feeling 
ill. 

But the East of England 
Ambulance Service was unable to 
send a special ambulance suitable 
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for a man of Kenny’s weight. 

Instead they sent a private crew, 
and as two paramedics struggled 
to carry Kenny from the house he 
toppled off the stretcher and 
slammed into the concrete drive. 
Seconds later he died. 

The ambulance service has 
since launched a review into its 
procedures for transporting obese 
patients. 

More than 3,700 “adverse 
incident” reports have been 
received this year by the service, 
which says it aims to use fewer 


private crews in the future. 

A spokesman said: “We 
sometimes need to call on a 
private ambulance service for a 
specialist ambulance vehicle to 
convey patients whose body 
weight exceeds 25-30 stone. 

“This case is currently subject to 
litigation so cannot be discussed. 

“A serious untoward incident 
report (SUI) was declared and this 
incident was reported in the press. 

“The trust fleet strategy has 
been revised to incorporate a 
greater bariatric capacity which 
means that in future we will rely 
less on outside agencies to convey 
patients in this category.”

“The thought of 
waking up to find 
Christmas presents 
stolen, or jewellery 
taken, or money to pay 
for presents gone, is 
stomach-turning. 

“We will be working 
tirelessly to reduce levels 
of burglary and ensure 
our residents have a 
happy Christmas.”

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Mum looks ahead 
following cancer 


S TANDING in 
her kitchen, 
boiling the 
kettle for a pot of 
her favourite green 
tea, Sam Corti 
admits this will be a 
very special 
Christmas. This 
time last year, the 
mum-of-two was 
battling advanced 
cervical cancer; 
doctors had given 
her just a 50/50 
chance of survival. 
Now Sam is cancer- 
free - and she’s 
ready to celebrate. 

“It’s going to be a great 
Christmas,” smiles Sam, 
as she fills the tea pot. 
“We’ve got all the family 
coming and that’s just 
what I want: for us all to 
be together. This time 
last year I was going into 
battle; I knew it was 
going to be the hardest 
battle I’d ever fought in 
my life... Now I can 
relax and enjoy myself. 
And I can look forward - 
I can look to the future.” 

Sitting down at the 
table, a mug of freshly- 
poured sencha in hand, 
Sam, 40, explains she 
was diagnosed with 
cancer last winter. Very 
advanced, it had spread 
from her cervix and up 
her abdomen; she had a 
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huge tumour wrapped 
around her bowel. And 
she also had secondaries 
in her lymph system. All 
in all, the prognosis was 
pretty grim. 

But, thanks to a 
combination of 
conventional medicine, 
positive thought and, 
says Sam, a radical anti¬ 
cancer diet, she beat the 
disease. It was, she 
smiles, little less than a 
miracle. 

“I had a four-week wait 
for my surgery,” Sam 
explains. “And in that 
time I followed a strict 
'anti-cancer diet’: I cut 
out sugar and dairy and 
wheat, ate lots of anti¬ 
oxidants like ginger and 
turmeric and drank lots 
of green tea. 

“When they took me 
into theatre they couldn’t 
find the tumour in my 
bowel. It was still there, 
but it had shrunk beyond 
all recognition. As I said, 
it was a miracle really.” 

Sam’s battle with 
cancer actually began 
almost two decades ago, 
when she was only 20 
years old. “I went for a 
smear test, I think it was 
the first one I’d ever had,” 
she recalls. 

Prescribed two 
operations, to excise the 
cancerous cells, Sam says 


it was a far from pleasant 
experience. But she 
remembers feeling 
remarkably unfazed: 

“This time round I was 
absolutely panic- 
stricken,” she says, “but 
then it never crossed my 
mind I wouldn’t recover, 
which I did; I was 
perfectly fine.” 

After her surgery, Sam 
was given frequent 
check-ups. But, other 
than that, she says life 
returned to normal. 
Settling in London, she 
threw herself into a career 
in media sales; among 
other things, she worked 
for Time magazine. And 
then, 11 years ago, she 
met her now-husband 
Mick. 

“We got married and, 
after a couple of years, 
started trying for a baby,” 
says Sam, who lives in 
Brampton. “But nothing 
happened. In all, it took 
three years to conceive 
loseph. They said the 
problem was a build-up 
of scar tissue, left over 
from my operations all 
those years before. 

“So we went down the 
route of fertility 
treatment and I got 
pregnant first time, but 
then I had a miscarriage. 
You reach a point where 
everyone you know 
seems to be getting 
pregnant; there are 
babies wherever you 
look. And you do start to 


feel very isolated, and a 
bit victimised. You think 
‘Why me? Why is my 
body not doing what it 
should?”’ 

Then, out of the blue, 
loseph was conceived 
naturally. “He was a little 
miracle too,” laughs Sam, 
“and he seemed to open 
the flood-gates: when he 
was only six months old, I 
got pregnant with his 
brother, Nathan.” 

Giving up work to 
become a fulltime mum, 
Sam says she adored 
motherhood from the 
word go. When she and 
Mick decided to move out 
of the capital three years 
ago it was, she explains, 
because they wanted 
their beloved boys to 
grow up surrounded by 
open spaces and a warm 
community; Brampton 
was the perfect place. 

“We fell in love with 
this house,” adds Sam, 
looking round her 
beautiful beamed home. 
“And I made a real effort 
to get to know people 
here; I ran a playgroup on 
the High Street and met 
lots of mums that way.” 

But, though the family 
soon settled in, it was just 
after the house move that 
Sam’s health took a 
downward turn: she 
started spotting - 
bleeding at odd times of 
the month, before her 
period was due. “I’d 
stopped having smears 
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to New Year 
fight ‘miracle’ 


when I had the children; 
you can’t have them when 
you’re pregnant,” she 
explains. “When I noticed 
the spotting I went 
straight to the doctor and 
had a smear, which came 
back clear. Because of my 
history, he still referred me 
for an examination, but 
that showed everything 
was fine too.” 

Reassured, Sam put the 
problem out of her mind. 
But then, a few months 
later, she started getting 
bad period pains, again at 
the wrong time of the 
month. Consulting a GP 
she was told to “take 
Nurofen”; refusing to take 
that as an answer, she 
sought a second opinion. 
Referred for tests, 
including an ultrasound, 
Sam’s worst fears were 
confirmed: the cancer was 
back. 

Exploratory surgery at 
Addenbrooke’s revealed 
the large tumour in Sam’s 
bowel; she was told the 
cancer was “at stage 4A - 
and the scale only goes up 
to 4B”. “I can remember 
lying there with my mum 
standing one side and 
Mick on the other,” says 
Sam, with a shudder. “My 
first question was Am I 
going to die?... You’re so 
much more aware of your 
mortality - and what that 
really means - when you 
have kids. 

“The doctor told me I 
had a 50 per cent chance. I 
was 39, the boys were 
three and four. And I 
couldn’t believe it. I just 
couldn’t believe it.” 

Sam was told she 
needed a 12-hour 
operation: a full 
hysterectomy, removal of 
the tumour in her gut 
(along, most likely, with a 
chunk of her bowel, which 
would result in her having 
a colostomy bag), and the 
excision of a whole series 
of lymph nodes. When she 
came round from the 
anaesthetic, she’d be in 
intensive care. And she 
would need weeks of 
chemo and radiotherapy 
after that. 

“Next day I came out of 
Addenbrooke’s and we 
went to see some friends; 
they’d been looking after 
the boys,” continues Sam. 
“I remember sitting there 
with a glass of wine and 
some crisps and feeling a 
bit stunned, to be honest. 
Everyone was saying they 
couldn’t believe it... 

“Suddenly I put down 


my glass of wine and 
pushed the crisps away. I 
said to Mick ‘I can’t just sit 
here and do this, I can’t 
just go along on this road: 

I have to do something; I 
have to take some 
control’.” 

That night, Sam started 
researching anti-cancer 
diets on the internet. And 
the more she read, the 
more positive she began 
to feel. Cutting out foods 
said to feed cancer cells 
(wheat, sugar, dairy) and 
introducing anti¬ 
inflammatory foodstuffs 
(such as ginger and 
turmeric), Sam says she 
was “incredibly focused”. 
“For those four weeks, I 
even took my own food to 
parties,” she admits, “and 
I went on the school run 
with a yellow face, 
because of the amount of 
turmeric I was eating. 
Ironically, I’d never felt 
better.” 

Eating nuts, seeds and 
whole oats soaked in soya 
milk for breakfast, curry 
(heavy on the turmeric) 
for lunch and plenty of 
fresh veg for dinner, Sam 
also lost an entire dress 
size in that month, going 
from a 12 to a 10. 

Along with her diet, 

Sam says positive thinking 
helped her cope. “Not that 
I didn’t have down times, I 
did,” she admits, “but I 
didn’t have many. I vividly 
remember sitting in the 
front room one day and 
watching the boys playing 
with their dad in the 
garden. Suddenly I 
imagined I wasn’t there, 
and they were still playing 
... It was awful. 

“But I would look at 
them and feel inspired 
too: they gave me 
something to fight for -1 
wanted to be here to see 
them grow up.” 

Before going in for her 
op, Sam told the boys she 
had cancer. “They were 
too small to understand 
really,” she says, “but they 
knew the word ‘cancer’ 
because sadly my dad 
died of cancer the week 
before I was diagnosed. I 
told them I was poorly 
and had to have a big 
operation, and that Daddy 
would be looking after 
them and Mummy for a 
while. But I also told them 
I was going to get better.” 

When Sam came round 
from the anaesthetic, she 
was stunned - and 
initially horrified - to find 
no colostomy bag. “I 


thought something had 
gone horribly wrong,” she 
admits. “In fact, it had all 
gone very right. I had the 
hysterectomy, as planned, 
but, because the tumour 
had shrunk so much, they 
didn’t need to remove my 
bowel. And, of the nine 
lymph nodes they 
removed, only one turned 
out to be cancerous. 

“During the operation, 
which only lasted four 
hours, they downgraded 
me from 4A to IB. One of 
the surgeons came to see 
me and said ‘I can’t believe 
what I’ve just witnessed. I 
saw that tumour with my 
own eyes four weeks ago; 
when we got you into 
theatre we couldn’t find it. 
It’s a miracle’.” 

Though Sam still 
needed five weeks of 
chemo, then five weeks of 
radiotherapy, her 
prognosis had been 
transformed. And she 
gives much of the credit to 
her anti-cancer diet - 
including copious 
amounts of green tea, 
known for its anti-oxidant 
properties. 

“I would never say 
‘Don’t bother with chemo 
or surgery’: they were my 
lifelines, there’s no doubt 
about that,” adds Sam. 
“But I do want people to 
realise there’s so much 
they can do to help 
themselves, to take back 
some control. When you 
get cancer you feel like a 
victim; doing something 
positive, taking charge, 
helps so much.” 

During her recovery, 
Sam continued to 
research green tea. 
Believing the tea to have 
genuine health benefits, 
not only for people 
fighting cancer, she 
wanted to spread the word 
- and so set up Tea 4 Life, 
her own online tea shop. 

Selling five different 
blends, designed to 
promote everything from 
healing and calming to 
increased energy and 
weightloss, Sam says her 
site is designed to be a 
kind of meeting-place for 
like-minded people. 

“I really hope my story 
will be an inspiration to 
people,” she adds. “This 
time a year ago, I knew the 
New Year held chemo and 
radiotherapy; now I’m fit 
and well and the New Year 
is something I can really 
look forward to. How great 
is that?”

£160,000 to £100,000. 

Bill Rampling, who 
chairs the parish council, 
was last night addressing 
a meeting of the district 
council to make a plea 
for the expected cash. 

He said: “We were told 
we would get a third 
funding towards the 
overall cost of about 
£480,000. 

“Now we have heard 
that at a meeting in 
November they decided 
to only give us £100,000. 
This was kept secret until 
last week. 


“We thought we had 
cleared the final hurdle, 
but this was a blow.” 

The district council’s 
capital programme 
working group, meeting 
in private last month, 
decided to award 
£100,000 to the new hall 
in Moulton and £50,000 
to a similar project in the 
nearby village of Dalham. 

A report of the meeting 
says that councillors 
asked that there should 
be a review of any out¬ 
standing cash at the next 
meeting. 

The issue was being 
discussed at a meeting of 
Forest Heath District 
Council. 


Workshop covers parking

“It’s nice because the people of 
Cambridge always say hello to me,” 
she says. “When I started having my 
car done by the mechanic near my 
parents’, he said, ‘I’ve been to every 
single one of your pantos’. So now 
he foolishly tells me when he’s 
coming and he gets his name read 


out and a big wave, and he gets really 
embarrassed. 

“Doing this job, I’ve been stuck in 
some rough places for Christmas,” 
she laughs. “Actually I didn’t -1 drove 
home. But whenever I tell people 
where I’m working, they all go, ‘Oh 
what a beautiful place to do panto’. 
And it is, because Cambridge is 
magical at Christmas. It’s such a 
beautiful city.” 

Away from Cambridge, Julie still 
shares a house with her twin sister 
Clare, with whom she appeared in 
Grange Hill, and who went on to star 
in 2.4 Children and, more recently, 
Dancing On Ice. In August next year, 
Julie is set to marry her fiance Sam, 
who she describes as “a normal 
person” working in the IT industry. 

But even that won’t mean saying 
goodbye to Clare. 

“Oh no, we’re still going to live 
together when I’m married,” she 
says, as if the idea of one of them 
moving out had genuinely never 
occurred to her. “Me and Sam have 
the whole top floor. My sister and I 
are so close. Before I met Sam, I 
always used to say to Clare, ‘What 
are we going to do? We’re never 
going to meet the right man, we’re 
going to be 80 years old, still living 
together, surrounded by cats, 


banging on the window and shouting, 
get out of my garden!’ 

“I miss her so much when I’m 
away. She’s about to start panto 
rehearsals in Carlisle - she’s doing 
Dick Whittington as well, but playing 
Alice.” 

Before she goes, I ask if Julie can 
clear something up for me. Sue 
Pollard once told me that panto was 
“the hardest work in the world, 
daahling”, while Keith Chegwin 
insisted it wasn’t really work at all - it 
was just “messing about”. So who’s 
right? 

“It’s a bit of both,” says Julie 
diplomatically. “It is so much fun and, 
because it’s not Lear, if things go 
wrong - if you trip up or you forget 
your line - you say, ‘I’m sorry, I’ve 
had a day off, and you invite the 
audience to go along with it. They 
love it when anything goes wrong. So 
that keeps it fresh and keeps it 
enjoyable. 

“They are long days but you know 
that when you sign the contract, so 
you don’t complain. And, at the end 
of the day, to hear the audience’s 
reaction and to have people waiting 
outside to meet you, it’s just worth it 
- it’s really, really worth it.”

Tragic tale of life and 
love in classic opera 


AFTER the triumph of 
last season’s concert 
performance of Die 
Fledermaus, The 
Cambridge 
Philharmonic Society 
is performing what 
may well be the 
world’s most popular 
opera, Puccini’s La 
Boheme , in concert. 

Living in a darkened loft 
with his bohemian 
companions, poet Rodolfo 
comes across the beautiful 
seamstress Mimi. As they 
leave to join Rodolfo’s 
friends at the Cafe Momus 
for a night of fun and 
festivities the struggling 
artists can barely afford, 
they fall head over heels in 
love. 

Set in 1830s Paris, La 
Boheme follows the twists 
and turns of the lovers’ 
bittersweet relationship as 
they come to terms with 
their own hearts. 

But things can, and do, 
go wrong. Marcello and 
Musetta argue all the time.

The big film 



WHERE THE WILD THINGS ARE 
(PG, 101 mins) Drama/Fantasy. 
Max Records, Catherine Keener, 
Pepita Emmerichs, Mark Ruffalo 
and the voices of James 
Gandolfini, Lauren Ambrose, 
Catherine O’Hara, Paul Dano.

BASED on Maurice Sendak’s beloved 
children’s story, Where The Wild 
Things Are is not a sentimental 
coming-of-age story viewed through a 
rose-tinted lens. 

Spike Jonze’s visually-stunning 
adaptation unfolds through the eyes of 
an awkward 9-year-old boy, whose 
formative years are riddled with loneli¬ 
ness, despair and miscommunication. 
There is no pretence of happiness by 
the time we reach the conclusion of 
this magical odyssey. Life is a struggle 
and, in the absence of a father figure, 
the boy will invariably go off the rails 
many more times. 

Jonze and co-writer Dave Eggers take 
Sendak’s original story - a mere 10 
sentences and 338 words - and 
expand it into a 101-minute fantasy 
that attests to the brutality of 
childhood and the power of the 
imagination to temporarily keep harsh 
reality at bay. 

Pint-sized hero Max (Records) doesn’t 
feel like his mother (Keener) or 
teenage sister Claire (Emmerichs) 
appreciate him. Frustrations come to a 


boil when the single parent brings 
home her new boyfriend (Ruffalo). 

Max stands on the kitchen table in his 
favourite white wolf costume and 
glares at his mother. When she 
demands he come down, Max makes 
a scene and growls: “I hate you, I’ll eat 
you up!” 

In the ensuing struggle, Max bites his 
mother and runs off into the night. 

By chance, he finds a sailboat, which 
transports the lad to the island home 
of a race of hulking, furry creatures 
called the Wild Things, whose actions 
and emotions are totally unpredictable. 
Horned-nose Judith (voiced by 
O’Hara) threatens to eat Max, but he 
wins over the group’s leader Carol 
(Gandolfini) by pretending to be an 
exiled king. The furry friends anoint 
him leader, and Max decrees they 
build a fort. The other creatures, 


including KW (Ambrose) and goat-like 
Alexander (Dano), do the lad’s bidding 
but Max quickly learns that harmony 
isn’t always possible. 

Where The Wild Things Are is heart¬ 
breaking, anchored by a mesmerising 
lead performance from Records, 
whose face captures every flicker of 
despair and joy during Max’s amazing 
adventure. 

The creatures are brilliantly realised 
using a combination of giant 
costumes and digital effects, while the 
vocal performances capture the 
personalities of these untameable 
beasts, who share many of Max’s 
woes. The Wild Things teach Max the 
value of friendship and the 
consequences of bending the truth. By 
the end of the film, as we choke back 
tears, the rotund leader realises how 
he wrong he was.

How to get the best out 
of your Christmas tree 


I f you buy areal 
Christmas tree, how 
can you make sure it 
stays looking its best over 
the festive season? 

Some 30 per cent of people in 
the UK do buy the real thing 
each year, yet many are often 
left with more needles on the 
floor than on the tree within a 
week of putting it up, especially 
if they haven’t chosen a non¬ 
drop variety such as the ever- 
popular Nordmann fir. 

But if you give any tree the 
care it needs, it shouldn’t drop 
too much, says Roger Hay, 
secretary of the British 
Christmas Tree Growers’ 
Association. 

“If you look after trees 
properly, most of them should 
look good throughout the 
festive season,” he says. 

“The spruces will drop before 
the fir trees or the pine trees, 
but if you look after them they 
should be good for six weeks.” 

Cut trees remain the most 
popular, and it is essential that 
they should be fresh when 
purchased. The needles should 
not be dull and dried up, the 
branches not brittle. If you 
gently shake the tree, the outer

needles should not fall off. 

When you’ve bought your 
tree, keep it outside in a cool, 
shaded place, preferably 
standing in water, until it is 
required indoors. 

Before bringing it inside, cut 
about half an inch off the base 
of the trunk to open up the 
pores of the tree and then place 
it securely in a water-holding 
stand or wedge it in a bucket 
with pebbles, small stones or 
screwed-up newspaper and 
place it away from direct heat. 
Anyone who places the tree 
next to a radiator is asking for 
trouble. 

Keep the container topped 
up with water every day, as trees 
can get through a pint a day. 

About 8.5 million trees are 
sold in this country every 
Christmas, of which half are 


Nordmann firs. Hay prefers the 
Fraser fir (Abies fraseri) which is 
popular in the eastern United 
States - it is narrower than other 
trees and therefore more 
suitable for smaller rooms. 

It’s worth shopping around 
on the internet, as trees are 
likely to be a couple of pounds 
more expensive than they were 
last year, he adds. 

“Look for growers who are 
situated in an isolated place 
away from urban centres. They 
are less likely to get a big retail 
market and you may get a 
better deal and a better tree 
from them,” says Hay. 

Remember that trees sold 
retail in urban areas may have 
come from out of town and 
may have been exposed to 
drying winds in transit. They 
could have been cut weeks 
earlier. Ask the retailer whether 
his trees are delivered either 
once at the beginning of the 
season or at different times 
during the period. 

Some people may opt for a 
tree that will last for years. 

“If you are looking for a tree 
you can plant in the garden 
afterwards, go for a container- 
grown tree. You can plant it out 
after Christmas and maybe 


able to bring it in again next 
year,” Hay says. 

You should put it in a 
sheltered spot initially and 
slowly acclimatise it to the open 
before planting in its final 
home, making sure the root 
collar is at ground level and to 
water it in well.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Poinsettia 

No Christmas would be 
complete without at least one of 
these vibrant plants (proper 
name Euphorbia pulcherrima). 

Traditionally they have red 
flowerhead leaves, although 
you can also buy them in pink 
and greenish white, which are 
becoming popular alternatives. 

Poinsettias thrive in average 
temperatures of 18-24C and 
should not be placed in cold 
draughts. They enjoy bright, 
filtered fight throughout their 
stages of growth, and maximum 
light during winter. 

They should be watered 
thoroughly, but don’t overdo it, 
and wait until the compost is 
fairly dry before watering again. 
If leaves begin to wilt, it will be 
either because the plant has 
been over or under-watered.
